Declare Surplus of 40 Million Tons 


r Wilt be Accumulated by Dec. 1 if 
Production Continues 


CAUSES FOR PRICE ADVANCES.

Washington, Aug. 27— A slump ip 
bituminous coal prices now' is expec­ 
ted as the result of increased 
pro­ 
duction. 
Authorities for this statement are 
Vice-president Morrow of the N a­ 
tional Coal association, 
represent- 
ng big operators; Director Cushing 
of the American Wholesale Coal as­ 
sociation and other officials. 
There will be a surplus 
of 
more 
than 40,000,000 tons by 
December 
I, if the 
present 
production’ rate 
continues. Production is now* rang­ 
ing more than 11,700,000 
ton 
per 
week, according to the United States 
geological survey. 
The panic of consumers 
to 
buy 
more coal is cooling down, said D i­ 
rector Cushing. It was 
this 
panic 
engendered by famine, that 
caused 
operators to boost prices. 
Prices have already began to fa ll 
Bituminous eoal of the grade needed 
by utilities and household consum­ 
ers in the east, which is now selling 
for $11 and $12 per ton, by Decem­ 
ber 1, will drop to $6 or $7.

The 
ly was so had in some sections that 
lie wheat was not worth cutting and 
in many places it was plowed under 
this spring and the ground plantec 
to corn or oats. 
This loss can be 
prev ented 
the 
coming year by late sowing of whca ; 
or seeding after the “flv -free” dates 
according to Prof. A. T. Wianck o 
head of the soils and crops depart­ 
ment pf Purdue. Purdue and gov ern­ 
ment entomologists hav e establishec 
by sev eral years 
of 
experimenta 
work dates for v arious parts of the 
state for seeding so that the wheat 
will not he damaged by the fly. 
‘On the experiment station ground 
at Lafayette the best results hav e 
been secured by seeding during the 
last 
week 
in 
September,” 
said 
Prof. Wianck o. “About one day ear­ 
lier <>r later than 
this 
should 
he 
counted for each ten miles north or 
south of this latitude. When there is 
Hessian flv in the neighborhood it is 
adv isable to delay seeding as late as 
possible. Late seeding will often es­ 
cape Ay damage where early seeding 
would he hadlv infested. There is, of 
course, a practical limit to the late­ 
ness of seeding. It must not be so 
late as to put the wheat into the 
winter in poor condition. Good ferti- 
li/aton will 
hasten

ractlce Is Unprofitable, According to 


Pork Production Tests at the 


Ohio Station. 


Hogging down rye Is an unprofitable 
ractice, according to tests made in 
ork production at the Ohio experi- 


ment station. The tests show that It la 
enerally more profitable to harvest 
be grain and sell It as a cash crop or 
o feed the grain to hogs after thnuh- 
ng rather than to allow the hogs to 
arrest the grain themselves. 
Specialists point out that the dally 


ncrease per pig when hogging down 
rye is generally less than half a pound 
nd that the amount of grain required 
o produce 100 pounds of gain Is much 
igher than where the grain Is fed dl- 
ectly to the hogs. As a rule, about 
11 pounds of ry,e, hogged down,'were 
equired to produce 100 pounds of 
ain, whereas hogs fed on corn with 
ankage and clover pasture required 
ut 831 pounds of concentrates to pro- 
uce the same amount of gain. 
The unprofitableness of hogging 
own rye i& Attributed to the fact that 
ogs 'are either unable to secure rye 
n sufficient quantities or are Inclined 
o eat only slightly more than i* re- 
ulred for maintenance.

Jtfore 'than 130 "hogging off" corn 


demonstrations will be conducted by 
county agents and farmers in the 
state this fall, according to reports 
received by the Purdue University, 
Extension Department. The work 
willbe in the following counties: 
-jidains,' Benton, Blackford, Bartho- 
lomew, Daviess"; Dnbois, Fulton. Ha- 
milton, Jay, Jefferson, Knox, Law- 
rence, Putnam, Tipton, Vigo^ Wells, 
White, Miami, Hancock, Greene, La- 
Grange and Fountain. 


In practically all of these demon- 


strations corn and soybeans will be 
hogged off together. This has come 
to be oi/e ,of the most popular meth" 
ods of fattening out hogs in the fall.

cally. A fair example of its economy

He turned 48 hogs into five acres 


of com and soybeans the middle oJ 
September. At that time their aver- 
age' weight was 131 pounds.

That's an aver- 
age daily gain of 2.9 pounds. It took 
only eight bushels of corn to make 
100 pounds of gain. 


"I could hardly believe my hogs 


liad made such gains at first", said 
Mr. Brown in telling, his neighbors 
about it at a field meeting held at 
liis farm at the close of the demon- 
stration. "I weighed .the hogs a sec- 
ond time to make sure there had 
>een no error and check over my fig. 
ures. There was no mistake. They 
had gained-2.9 pounds a day while 
they were harvesting the corn and 
beans.
